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REPORT 
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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


THE County Commissioners for Hillsborough County here- 
with submit a report of all the expenditures of the County, 
over which they have any control, for the year ending Jan- 
uary Term, 1868. Also, the report of the County Treasurer 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1867. 

In compliance with a vote of the representatives of the 
towns of Hillsborough County, at a convention held in 
Manchester, Jan. 2, 1867, instructing the County Commis- 
sioners “ to sell as speedily as possible consistent with the 
best interest of the County, at public or private sale, the 
County Poor Farm, in whole or in parts, located in Gofts- 
town, and such parts of the personal property connected 
with said farm as they may deem advisable,” and directed 
and ‘¢ authorized to purchase the Whiting Farm in Wilton, 
so called, at an expense not exceeding the sum of $12,500,” 
and directed and ‘authorized to erect such further build- 
ings on said farm as may be necessary for the accommoda- 
tion of the County, at an expense not exceeding $10,000.” 

The County Commissioners were authorized by said con- 
vention ‘‘to borrow such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the purposes indicated.’ 

All the particulars and details of the sale of the Goffs- 
town Farm, and personal property therewith connected, 
and the pur chase of the Wilton Farm, with a statement of 
all the receipts and expenditures arising therefrom, will be 
found in the following report under the proper heads. 

In consequence of cold and stormy weather, the removal 
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of the inmates from Goffstéwn to Wilton was not completed 
until nearly the first of June. 

The Commissioners contracted for the materials for a 
house at the farm in Wilton, in compliance with the instruc- 
tions of the Representative County Convention, at as early 
a day as practicable for the best interest of the County. 
We found it impossible to get the materials for the house 
delivered early in the season. We contracted with John 
H. Maynard, Esq., of Manchester, to erect a building eighty- 
two by forty feet, three stories high, of wooden material, 
with cellar under the whole house, cemented bottom, and 
partitioned into rooms suitable for bathing, washing, iron- 
ing, and cooking. The first story is ten feet high ; second, 
eleven feet; third, eight and one half feet; and the attic, 
seven and one half feet in the clear, all finished from cellar 
to attic, complete. Mr. Maynard commenced work Aug. 
26, and finished the house, ready to occupy, in December 
following. It is a thorough, substantial building in every 
particular, without any extravagance or unnecessary ex- 
pense, the strictest economy being observed ; and the rapid- 
ity and dispatch exercised by Mr. Maynard in completing 
so large a building at so short notice, in about three months, 
to the entire satisfaction of the Commissioners, entitles him 
to high commendation. 

The Superintendent’s family, the paupers, and, some of 
the time while the house was being constructed, from ten 
to twenty workmen, were boarded, and occupied the old farm 
buildings until the new house was finished, which necessa- 
rily crowded every apartment to its utmost capacity, thereby 
imposing extraordinary labor, care, and responsibility upon 
Mr. Bumpus, the worthy Superintendent, and Mrs. Bum- 
pus, Matron of the institution ; both of whom have exerted 
their best efforts to promote the health, happiness, and 
welfare of the inmates of the almshouse, some of the time, 
during the summer, under. very difficult and trying cireum- 
stances. ‘The unusual perplexing duties incident to the 
successful management of the almshouse, during the past 
year, have been performed by the Superintendent and 
Matron with patience, perseverance, and skill, hag de- 
serve and meet our entire approbation. 

The weekly average number at the farm the past year was 
ninety-one and one-half, The weekly average in 1866 was 
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one hundred and twenty-nine and one half. This great 
difference in one year may be accounted for mainly by 
homes having been provided for sixteen inmates, and twelve 


have died during the last year.

Statement No. 2 shows the exact amount drawn from 
the Treasury, and the actual cost to the county for the 
support of each inmate at the farm, excluding interest on 
the amount invested in real estate and personal property. 

It will be observed that the average weekly number at 
the farm in 1866 is one hundred and twenty-nine and one 
half; while, in 1867, the average weekly number is only 
ninety-one and a half, making a difference of thirty-eight 
in the weekly average in one year, while it has been im- 
possible to decrease the expenses of the institution in a 
corresponding proportion with the diminished numbers. 
The principal cause for so many less the past year is, that 
homes have been provided for sixteen, and twelve have died. 

We have not maintained a school at the farm the past 
year, homes having been provided for sixteen children.
